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MAGNIFICENT ~ 
BLUE WHALE 


Back by Popular Demand! 
With Tom Johnson, Wednesday, June 8, 2 & 7:30 p.m. 


he blue whale is the largest animal known to have ever 

lived on Earth. [hese whales can reach over 100 fect in 

length, weigh over 140 tons and devour up to eight tons 
of krill (shrimp-like crustaceans) during the summer months. 
Surprisingly, the remaining eight months of the year the blue 
whale doesn’t eat at all, relying on its excess blubber for energy. 

Threatened by the whaling industry since the 1930s, it wasn’t 
until after 1966 that the blue whale was listed as an endangered 
species and became actively protected by the International 
Whaling Commission. Today it is threatened by the excessive 
harvesting of its primary source of food, Antarctic krill. To better 
understand the plight of this magnificent species we must first 
learn its behavior and its relation to the ecosystem. 

Back by popular demand, join lecturer Tom Johnson for a 
slide-illustrated presentation on the blue whale’s behavior and 
ecology. Johnson is a marine biologist with a keen interest in 
marine mammals and sea birds. He spent many years traveling 
from the Sea of Cortez to Alaska observing these animals and 
recording them in stunning photographs. Currently, Johnson is 
consulting and doing research for the Smithsonian’s new life- 
size blue whale, cow and calf model.
